BUBAL FIBE DISTRICT 


Organization of the new rural fire dis- 


trict comprising the village of Hortonville 
and the neighboring towns of Ellington, 
Greenville and Hortonia represents a long 
stride towards attaining that much to be 
desired goal of friendly cooperation be- 
tween town and country. 


Hortonville has been one of the few 


communities which have never refused 
to send their fire apparatus in response 
to an appeal for aid from the rural dis- 
tricts. Because its equipment was not 
suited for that kind of work, these runs 
were often of no avail, but the village 
carried on. Meanwhile its officials con- 
ducted an educational campaign among 
its neighbors to convince them of the 
value of a properly organized 
and 


equipped rural fire district. 


Although it is generally admitted that 


the farmer is entitled to fire protection, 
there are few rural fire districts in the 
country. The two main objections are 
lack of suitable equipment for use under 
rural conditions and delays in bringing 
apparatus to the farm. These two objec- 
tions hitherto have seemed insurmount- 
able, but both have been overcome by the 
new district. 


Because it has been so carefully 


planned the new fire district will un- 
doubtedly justify its existence in the ser- 
vice rendered its members. 
They can 


rest secure in the knowledge that their 
property is now better protected than 
has ever before been the case. In addition, 
they may reap a direct financial benefit 
. in the way of lower insurance assess- 
ments. 


Now that the way has been shown, 


other communities will undoubtedly fol- 
low. 


SICILY AND CHICAGO 


Cesare Mori who took a leading part in 


exterminating the Mafia gangs in Sicily 
has aroused a storm of controversy there 
by the publication of a book dealing with 
the organization that existed until the 
strong arm of Mussolini reached out and 
destroyed it. 


The Mafia, like many other organiza- 


tions that ended disreputably, started 
honestly. Centuries ago, when Sicily, un- 
der Spanish rule, was permitted to run 
riot and crime unchecked, a volunteer 
organization sprang up to enforce justice, 
much in the same manner that the Ku 
Klux Klan originated in purposes so far 
removed from its later activities. 


Senor Mori's book is useful in the good 


purpose of showing us again the fearful 
extent to which terrorism can go. He 
illustrates with many actual instances. 
Once when a mule was stolen from a 
peasant and the police recovered the ani- 
mal the peasant denied it was his. The 
police, although knowing the contrary, re- 
leased the mule, whereupon it went di- 
rectly to the peasant's stable. Still the 
peasant denied he was the owner, fearful 
of vengeance from the Mafia. 


Other illustrations show that travelers 


in Sicily could receive any care and con- 
sideration so long as the people beliex-ed 
them to be bandits. 


The Italian newspapers do not like the 


book, asserting that it makes "the peas- 
ants of Sicily look ridiculous; readers 
will perhaps believe themselves in the 
heart of unexplored Africa, where the 
tribes exist v.-ho tremble at the miracle 
of a phonograph." 


American readers who would be given 


to curling lips contemptuously at the sub- 
servience of the Sicilian pecple to these 
bandits night reflect that conditions in 
some of our large cities are almost iden- 
tical whh those that disgraced Sicily for 
so lone. 


TAX ON ILLEGAL INCOMES 


A tax of 100 per cent has been voted 


on incomes earned through violation of 
state and federal laws. 
Of course, its 


purpose is to aim another gun at organ- 
ized iniquity, at gambling syndicates, li- 
quor rings and wholesale peddlers of nar- 
cotics who have piled up in recent years 
huge profits, and used the power of this 
•wealth either to obstruct justice or to 
purchase immunity. 


Theoretically this is a good law. In 


practice it may not be worth very much. 
In theorizing we assume that we can 
prove cases against criminals and then 
find their ill-gotten gains and confiscate 
them. In practice this is a most difficult 
task.

FEDERAL LIQUOR TAXES 


In considering the possible revenue to^ 


be derived from excise taxes on the manu- 
facture and sale of liquor, should the 
eighteenth amendment be repealed or 
modified, the history of the decade pre- 
ceding prohibition enforcement is of in- 
terest. 


In 1910, federal receipts from liquor 


taxes amounted to a little over two hun- 
dred million dollars. By 1913, when the 
per capita consumption of spirituous and 
fermented liquors reached its peak, rev- 
enue was below the quarter of a billion 
mark and remained so until 1917 when 
war-time taxes began to have their ef- 
fect. Despite decreased consumption due 
to increased restrictions on the liquor 
traffic, the national government in 1919 
—the last year before prohibition—col- 
lected a total tax of $483,000,000. 


This increased revenue came from the 


heavily 
increased 
war 
taxes 
which 


amounted to S6.40 a gallon on spirits and 
$6.00 a barrel on fermented liquors, while 
the tax on wine was increased six times 
the 1914 rate. 


During this period the prohibition sen- 


timent had increased so steadily among 
the states, resulting in state laws against 
the sale of liquor, that this 1919 peak 
of nearly half a billion dollars in revenue 
came from but fifteen states which still 
had legal provision for liquor manufac- 
ture and sale. 


These fifteen states included California, 


Connecticut, Delaware, Illinois, Louisiana, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri, New Jersey, New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Rhode Island, Vermont and Wis- 
consin and represent nearly one-half the 
nation's total population. Since 1920, two 
states previously dry—Nevada and Mon- 
tana—have repealed their state prohibi- 
tion acts. 


Thus, should the repeal or modification 


of the eighteenth amendment return con- 
trol of the liquor traffic to the states, 
seventeen states are now in a position, 
without the necessity of amending their 
constitutions or repealing prohibition stat- 
utes as the case may be, to produce with 
reasonable promptness revenue from this 
source. 


It is apparent that nothing will «ave u* from 
a more serious crash than we have already ex- 
perienced except definite signs of revolt among 
the masses or the rise of A new kind of leader- 
ship in American public life.

DEMOCRACY 


Gordon Seliridge, American-born own- 


er of a London department store, told a 
British audience the other day that de- 
mocracy in America has failed. 
Declar- 


ing that his recent visit to the United 
States has convinced him that "democra- 
cy as a system of government is an ab- 
solute failure," he added: 


"In my judgment, control of a coun- 


try by an inspiring spirit, without sel- 
fishness, managing the country as a great 
business is managed, with intelligence and 
care, is what must come eventually. I 
believe that in a hundred or two hundred 
years there will be no more democracies 
in existence." 


Everyone is entitled to his own opin- 


ion, 
and it would be foolish to assert 


that the American democracy has met the 
present crisis in an absolutely perfect 
manner. 


But it is doubtful if the ordinary Ameri- 


can is quite ready to admit its complete 
failure; nor does this call for a govern- 
ment run on strict business principles 
seem the kind of trumpet note that would 
lead impassioned revolutionists to die on 
the barricades. 


What we often overlook is the fact that 


democratic government can never, in an 
imperfect world, be as efficient or as in- 
telligent as we might want it to be. To 
ran anything with perfect efficiency, from 
a filling station on up to a great nation, 
you have to be absolutely cold-blooded, 
you have to shut your eyes completely to 
the hur-.an equation: and it is the very 
esserce of democracy that it refuses to do 
that. 


Democracy is a philosophy which holds 


that the human rights of those at the bot- 
tom of the heap are wcrth consideration. 
It is a deliberate attempt to gain protec- 
tion icr these rights—at the price, if nec- 
essary, of efficiency in government To 
complain that democracy is inefficient is 
beside the point. Its inefficiency is bar- 
gained for in the beginning. Since we 
car.nct have everything, we elect to sur- 
render scrr.e efficiency in return for great- 
er freedom. 


The depression does not prove democ- 


racy's failure. Democracy did not cause 
it; democracy—in a land proud of, its 
rugged individualism—is not responsible 
for the cure. Only if democracy permits 
starvation because of the depression will 
it have failed.

with its vast colonial clcmain. 


If German reparations and allied 


\var debts are inseparably linked, 
then why not the allies pay the 
United States in cash from the pro- 
ceeds of about sixteen billions of 
collars received by the allies in 
money payments in kind from Ger- 
many since the armistice? Why is it 
necessary for the people 
of the 


United States to make a sacrifice of 
about six billion collars now? For 
if the German pledge of three quar- 
ters of a billion v.-ere to be sub- 
traced from the cash value of al- 
lied indebtedness to America, which 
is supposed to be about seven bil- 
lion, that is about what the Amer- 
ican taxpayer would have to add 
to the already big public debt that 
has to be paid out of tax revenues. 
The total debt nov.- is twenty bil- 
lions of collars, but it had been as- 
sumed that Europe would pay sev- 
en billions at least. 


Prevailing U. S. View 


The Washington view is difficult 


to express at this time because it 
is the middle of a presidential cam- 
paign but the foregoing arguments 
reflect the attitude of officialdom, 
which is naturally reluctant at this 
time to say anything for publica- 
tion. 


Any idea, 
however, that after 


election the American government 
will take a substantially different 
tack is merely to fill Europe with 
false hopes. It is true that after 
November it will be 
possible for 


the Washington, government to dis- 
cuss the subject without insisting 
on full payment, but anything such 


i as outright cancellation or a reduc- 
1 tion of ninety cents on the dollar, 


• such as the allies granted Germany, 
is absolutely out of the question. 


The administration may be com- 


pelled to say something on the sub- 
ject ahead of election, as various 
senators will insist on a new de- 
claration if only to embarrass the 
administration 
from 
a political 


viewpoint, but it may be taken for 
granted that any public statement 
will merely reiterate that what the 
Germans pay the allies is one thing 
and what the allies owe America is 
quite another.
